Governor Glynn's Suggestion. 


,; Governor Glynn of New York has submitted a message to 
the Legislature which is of interest beyond the borders of that 
state. He deals with the road,x]uestion, one which is of prime 
interest in every-slate, and advances some views which appear 
worthy of serious consideration. 


One is that macadam, off which practically all state roads 


have been built, has proved insufficient for the strain of auto- 
mobile traffic. 
Macadam roads served their purpose well till 


the coming of the automobile, but they fail to stand up under 
the wear and tear of heavy motor vehicles, and the cost of 
maintenance is too great, to say nothing of the inconvenience 
of having the roads undergoing repairs so much of the lime. 


These troubles are experienced wherever macadam roads 


are'in' use, and Governor Glynn suggests what he believes 
may prove an effective remedy. This is to do away with 
macadam and build the-roads of vitrified brick. This would 
cost more, but the-governor is of the opinion that the roads 
would be so much, more durable and the cost of maintenance 
so much less that in the long run brick roads would prove less 
costly than macadam, as well as more desirable. 


And with this suggestion the governor makes 
another 


which appears equally sensible, though it remains to be seen 
how it will be accepted in. certain quarters. This is that the 
brick for the highways be manufactured by convicts. There 
is plenty of good material in the state, and by employing con- 
victs in the manufacture of the brick they, could be turned out 
at the lowest possible cost. -The work would be no worse for 
the convicts than any oilier, and the whole stale would benefit. 


In the past, however, labor unions have objected to the em- 


ployment of convicts in competition with free labor, and how 
they will regard this proposition is therefore a question. It 
may be claimed-that if ihejstafe is to build brick roads it should 
employ free labor only, and.ff the.unions should take this 
stand it might change the aspect of the situation as outlined 
by Governor Glynn. 


In reality his plan is sensible. .Convicts must be supported, 


and if they do not support themselves the burden falls upon 
other workers. Governor Glynn's recommendation should 
command the earnest attention of the New York law makers, 
and if it is favorably acted upon the results will be awaited 
with interest by every state in the Union.
